Swirling over a Texas farm came the spring's worst dust storm, a coppery 
cloud up to 20,000 feet tall. In an area from Texas to Wyoming, where 
five years of below-normal moisture have created dust conditions like 


those of the "30s, the storm was watched by worried farmers and their 
congressmen. During Laster vacation from Washington, legislators were 
out examining firsthand the state of U.S. farming. Congressmen return- 
ing to dust bow! states like Colorado (pp. 56, 57), found the most dra- 
matic farm problem: survival. There drought had killed the wheat crop 
and the government was removing a vital financial aid. Congressmen re- 
turning to moist states like Michigan (pp.3&, 39) found good crop pros- 
pects merely accentuating farm worry over federal farm price support 
program. The President last week was able to alleviate dust bowl troubles 
somewhat by alloting $5 million for relief. But the reconvening Con- 
gress would have to grapple with the complex problems of price supports. 
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DISASTER AREA, in color, will get $5 million for 
emergency relief. In solid color are worst hit parts, 


FEARS FOR SURVIVAL 
AS A NEW CROP DIES 


Back home in Colorado, Republican Congress- 
man J. Edgar Chenoweth found his farm con- 
stituents desperate. Dust storms had destroyed 
the winter wheat and the Department of Agri- 
culture announced it was withdrawing its crop 
insurance program in three counties in Cheno- 
weth’s district, as well as in six other counties 
in Texas and New Mexico. Crop insurance pay- 
ments had been the salvation of many Colo- 
rado farmers during their succession of dust- 
caused crop failures. 

The Department explained that the insur- 
ance program was being halted in these dust 
areas simply because payments to farmers were 
so far outrunning premiums that it was eco- 
nomically unfeasible to continue. But the de- 
cision also reflected the administration’s belief 
that the government should stop subsidizing 
marginal land. In varying degrees, a forbid- 
ding future faced many of the 120,000 farmers 
in the drought areas—and confronted their 
congressmen with a vexing political problem.

Returning to Michigan, Democratic longressman Donald Hayworth 


found few signs of acute farm distress. But his farm constituents, like 
farmers across the U.S., were alarmed at the 10% decline in net farm in- 
come in 1954 and were apprehensive for the future. Since that future 
will be affected by federal farm price support policy, Hayworth set out to 
learn what Michigan farmers thought the policy should be. 

Last year the Eisenhower administration counted a major victory when 
it put through a flexible price support law. Next vear this program would 
support prices at varying points between 82!8% and 90% of parity. Al- 
ready the flexible program is being challenged by a Democratic Congress 
which—with backing from farm state Republicans—aims to restore high, 
rigid supports. President Eisenhower has pointed out that attacks on the 
flexible program are premature. [t has not yet taken effect, and recent 
farm price declines have occurred under the high support program. 

How sharply the farm policy question cuts across party lines was em- 
phasized as Hayworth ended his farm tour. Since his recent poll showed 
that his constituents favor giving flexible supports a chance, he will so 
vote, even if it means bolting his own party, W hich favors rigid Supports.

THE MANY VOICES AT BANDUNG

ASIA’S BABEL IS A HUNGRY CRY FOR HARMONY. HOW SHOULD THE WEST HEAR IT? 


An enormous fact about the world is often ignored. It is that 
more than half of the world’s people are nonwhite. For the 
first time in history they are getting together, in something 
called the African-Asian Conference which begins at Bandung, 
Indonesia on April 18. The 30-odd nations attending make up 
nearly 60% of the world’s population; they have excluded 
most of the lighter-skinned peoples—a sort of reverse form of 
color discrimination. Whether such exclusion should alarm 
the lighter colored peoples or not, it will certainly arouse their 
curiosity about what goes on at Bandung. 

Two of the governments attending, Red China and Red 
Vietminh, will do their best to make Bandung a mighty chorus 
of hatred against the West; in such demagogy Chou En-lai 
and Ho Chi Minh are usually accompanied by a loquacious 
egotist, India’s Pandit Nehru. Yet most of the 30 nations 
at Bandung are actually friendly to the U.S.—as, for example, 
Eevpt, Turkey, Pakistan, Saudi Arabia, Ethiopia, South Viet- 
nam. And there are even more hopeful things to look to 
within the countries themselves. 

In South Vietnam (see pp. 46, 47) where things seemed 
utterly hopeless a few months ago, there is some hope, which 
springs largely from indications of greater U.S. strength and 
resolution in Asia. If the U.S. can keep the French from 
sabotaging the new premier Ngo Dinh Diem’s efforts, a viable 
nation may yet be created. And for all Nehru’s verbal glad- 
handing of foreign Communists, his party has just won a 
landslide electoral victory against India’s own Communists 
in the one province, Andhra, where they were strongest— 
proving once again that Communism cannot triumph by bal- 
lots. Burma’s U Nu, who refused to come to Bandung unless 
Red China was invited, has himself been winning a civil war 
against his own Communists. There is hope most of all in 
Formosa, where the expert eye of General Van Fleet (see 
p. 155) finds extremely high battle morale against the crucial 
tests ahead. Formosa was not asked to Bandung, but its empty 
chair speaks with the eloquence of bravery, whose voice is 
ever heard above the highest winds of fear and indecision. 


But the most salient fact about Bandung is that whatever 
it says, it can never speak in one voice for the East’s 30 
nations. Africa has no single voice (Egypt and the Sudan are 
already in a quarrel), and though Asia speaks with history's 
oldest voice, it is one of multiplicity and diversity. There is 
the Moslem voice which speaks of a single god, a Hindu- 
Buddhist-Taoist voice which abjures all worldly striving, and 
a Communist voice which is not Eastern at all, but an echo of 
a German trumpet call for remaking society—a regimented 
voice which comes ludicrously and tragically from a Chinese 
people devoted for centuries to filial piety and the dignity of 
the individual. The more one listens to all of the East’s mur- 
murings the more one is struck, as by Turkish music, by the 
absence of any harmony. 

The host country, Indonesia, abounds in contradictions. It 
has 50 political parties (including the one-man J. Pierpont 
Snell party, after a Eurasian so named), and the ruling Nation- 
alist Party is a minority which stays in power only by a coali- 
tion with the Communist bloc. Prime Minister Ali Sastroa- 
midjojo, the spade-bearded front man for the coalition, is 
terribly proud of himself for having thought up the African- 
Asian Conference and terribly glad that Chou En-lai accepted. 
But Ali, like all Indonesians, fears and mistrusts the islands’ 
Chinese minority (2.5 million), which Chou himself is trying 
to stir up as a Red Chinese fifth column. Ali denounces the 
Dutch “imperialists” and demands the “return” of Dutch 


West New Guinea which has no ties with Indonesia, but when 
asked himself about a possible plebiscite for the stone-age 
aborigines who dwell there, says grimly, ‘‘self-determination 
can be a dangerous thing.” 

Thailand, whose name means freedom, has a smiling popu- 
lace and has sent to Bandung Prince Wan who once told a 
U.N. meeting, “Do not try to interpret my smiles; I always 
amile,”” Burma's Premier U Nu is a walking contradiction (he 
was a drunkard at 12, and at 43, after fathering five children, 
took a vow of chastity), and his nation, with only 19 million 
people, has 110 languages. In Buddhist Tibet gold is visible in 
streams but is not taken because the people don’t want to go 
to the trouble; neither do they catch the fish which abound, 
or kill any living thing, lest they harm the reincarnate spirits 
of their ancestors. But in Saudi Arabia, during one of the 
annual pilgrimages, a poor wretch who became sick on the 
Black Stone was beheaded. These contrasts of tenderness and 
cruelty are part of the eternal paradox and multiplicity of Asia. 


And speaking of cruelty, the nation which in recent times 
inflicted the greatest amount of savage cruelty in Asia was 
Japan. Japan today is a welter of intellectual confusion and 
emotional strain reflected in neon lights and pinball games; 
the revenue from womanflesh ($85 million a year) is greater 
than that from the tourist trade. But Japan’s war-smashed 
industry has made such an amazing recovery that, despite the 
acute problem of finding adequate markets, Japan also is our 
most powerful Eastern ally—at least for the time being. 

The more one amasses these bits and pieces of Asian real- 
ities, the less likely are Westerners to be impressed by the 
ideological babel expected to issue from Bandung. But there 
are two very big facts to be kept in mind about Asia, not only 
during Bandung but during the coming years. 

The first is that most Asians lead lives of appalling poverty, 
ignorance and hardship, as they have for centuries past; but 
that they are no longer reconciled to their backwater role in 
modern history. Their determination to do something about 
this has thrown the whole East into a political ferment which 
will not cease until hope and progress have taken the place of 
hunger, dust and mud. To this Asian demand for progress the 
West must give not only sympathy but active aid. Otherwise 
the revolutionary politics of Asia will embroil us in conflict 
without end. 

But the second big fact about Asia is that Communism, 
that brand of exploitation so incomparably worse than the 
vanishing colonialism whose vacuum it seeks to fill, can never 
satisfy the deep Asian need for hope and progress—and most 
Asians know it. Non-Communist Asia is the real Asia, however 
divided and miserable. As a House Foreign Affairs Committee 
survey has just noted after a tour of Eastern nations, the non- 
Communist people of Asia number 700 million, more than a 
match for Red China’s, and their armed forces actually in 
being number 2,350,000 men, almost as much as our own 
planned for next year. Non-Communist Asia lacks unity but 
not potential strength. The Western attitude, and particularly 
the American attitude, should therefore be one of discrimi- 
nating thought about Asia and resolute adherence to our own 
political principles. We must sympathize with all Asia but 
distinguish between the ery of those countries we can usefully 
help now (Free China, South Vietnam, Thailand, ete.) and” 
those (the mainland Chinese) whose hopes for true progress 
may have to wait. [f we show this discrimination and resolu- 
tion, our stand in Asia will be supported by Asia’s own best 
strength, and none need wait in vain.

TAX DODGERS’ REVOLT 


Poujade leads French feud with the revenuers 


Frenchmen hate paying taxes almost more than drinking water, and that 
is why they will turn out in all kinds of weather to be harangued by 
Pierre Poujade, the Pied Piper of France's countless tax dodgers, A 34- 
year-old ex-fascist, ex-R.A.F. gunner and small-town bookseller, Poujade 
has a simple, seductive tune: don't pay taxes until the government in 
effect agrees to let everyone pay as little as he likes.

Try at a historic experiment goes awry 


avery schoolboy who has weathered elementary physics remembers Otto 
von Guericke’s lamous demonstration of atmospheric pressure in 1654, 
A physicist of Magdeburg, Germany with a flair for showmanship, he 
harnessed 16 horses to a pair of hollow copper hemispheres which he had 
fitted together and emptied of air. With the atmosphere pressing against 
the outside and with none inside to oppose it, they held together so 
tightly that the horses could not pull them apart. 

Last week for an education film it was making near Chicago, the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica re-enacted the experiment of the Magdeburg 
sphere with horses and a periwigged cast. It discovered that vacuums 
haven t changed in 301 years but that horses aren't what they used to be. 
They refused to pull, though the model was cardboard to protect them 
from harm in case they skittishly backed into it. The film-makers finally 
used four horses, which tugged a metal replica (above). Then, abandon- 
ing even these, everyone heaved on the ropes for a close-up of the sphere,

Water gushes after dry ice therapy 


To get water, men have fought wars, performed rain 
dances, seeded clouds. Now they burp wells. This 
method, being more and more widely used in the 
West, involves creating a sort of gastric disturbance 
in the clay-clogged innards of an unproductive well.

‘The Practical World 
of the Colonists 


PRODUCING FOR USE, THEY CREATED BEAUTY

With a few hand tools and such skills and memories as they brought 
from their homelands, the English colonists in Virginia, Mary landtand 
New England, the Dutch on the Hudson and the Sw edes on the Dela- 
ware attacked the wilderness. Out of these, and the rich raw material 
of the American land, grew cities, homes and much wealth. And out 
of the things the colonists made to use in their new world came a 
surprisinely beautiful heritage of decorative objects. 

A successful colonist had to be able to do many things. Of the first 
arrivals in North Carolina a preacher wrote: “Men are generally of all 
trades, and women the like within their spheres. ... Men are gen- 
erally carpenters, joiners, wheelwrights, coopers, butchers, tanners, 
shoemakers, tallow-chandlers, watermen and whatnot; women soap- 
makers, starch-makers, dyers, etc. He or she who cannot do all these 
things . . . will have but a bad time of it.” From this widespread ver- 
satility developed the tinkering Yankee who could make or fix any- 
thing, from a fine watch to a water wheel. 

In the so-called fine arts there was no such rapid progress. Though 
the wealthy commissioned family portraits which were executed with 
neatness and grace, the colonists looked down on mere artists. ““The 


Plow-Man that raiseth Grain, is more serviceable to Mankind, than 
the Painter who draws only to please the Eye,” wrote an early New 
Englander. But human eyes have always ye: arned to be pleased, Even 
she Puritans liked color in their homes and dress: when beautiful 
form was combined with practical purpose they were willing to accept 
it. Many a colonial carpenter was an artist as well—as the nail- 
studded door and boldly carved bracket on the opposite page show, 
In their silverware, their furniture and even their everyday wooden 
drinking cups and bowls the colonists showed that they knew a good- 
looking thing when they saw it. 

Because of the restrictions of materials, and limited time, the 
colonial artisan did not indulge in elaborate design. But the limits 
became a challenge and in American art colonial design became a style 
—simple, sturdy, never trying to hide the material used nor twist it 
to unnatural uses. It has had an obvious influence on American taste 
through the myriad colonial reproductions, which never seem to lose 
popularity. But it has had an equally strong, if subtler, impact on the 
work of generations of American designers who, following the coloni- 
als, found that usefulness and simplicity go hand in hand with beauty.

Wealth along the waterways 


Good harbors and navigable rivers were the 
keys to wealth in the colonies. On them rose 
towns and plantation houses whose inhab- 
itants could support a growing number of fine 
craftsmen. The silversmiths prospered in the 
seaboard cities and produced the pieces shown 
on pages 116, 117. In Boston alone, by 1680, 
there were 24 silversmiths at work. Newport 
in Rhode Island and Williamsburg in Virginia 
produced America’s first two competent archi- 
tects, Peter Harrison and Richard Taliaferro.

In colonial America the silversmith was a kind of in- 
vestment banker for the wealthy who took a client’s 
surplus coin and hammered it into objects of lasting 
value.

materials 


The great forests which came down almost to 
the water's edge offered a seemingly endless 
supply of working material in early America— 
oak for house framing, cedar for shingles, wal- 
nut for gunstocks, ash for ax handles, hickory 
splints for baskets and barrel staves. he wood 
turners used white pine for cheeseboxes since 
it had no taste or smell. Chairmakers learned 
to make their rockers of black walnut which 
did not slide easily on the floor, 

In all the colonies the most common uten- 
sils were made of wood, usually hard maple, 
which cut smoothly across the grain, Village 
craftsmen also used poplar and soft white bass- 
wood for “dish timber,” turning out bowls, 
ladles, trenchers (plates) and nogeins (drink- 
Ing mugs) which were often small masterpieces 
of practical design. Because they were made for 
hard everyday use, these utensils were neces- 
sarily simple and hence their design graceful. 
Handles and lids had lo balance as i fit Proper. 
ly, which made for proper proportions. Most 
pleces were not painted, leaving erain of the 
natural wood to enhance their beauty. Deco- 
ration was indulged in only when it did not 
complicate the making or the using of the uten- 
sil. Only occasionally did the woodworkers soar 
into the realm of fine art, as an unknown carver 
did in the sacred cod at left, above. 

For many people fine metalwork was out of 
the question, cold and silver being much too 
expensive. [in also was “dear” but came into 
growing use by colomial craftsmen for such 
handsome decorations as the chandelier at left.

Art of the amateur 


and the artisan 


As the colonies grew in population and wealth, skilled artisans 
emerged as the third most important class, next after farmers and 
merchants. Many of them proved to be artists as well as successful 
businessmen. The men who made the two weather vanes at the 
left were producing objects of special utility to a people whose lives 
depended much on the weather. They were also expressing a pic- 
turesque sense of humor and a feeling for the kind of design which 
looks well against any skyline, John Foster, who carved the pioneer 
American woodcut below, was a printer who did the portrait as a 
frontispiece for a book which he published. A strong image of the 
Puritan priesthood in its heyday, it is also a human portrait of a 
man whose life was given to plain speaking and a powerful pur- 
pose. Foster also may have sketched the design for his own grave- 
stone above, a grinning figure of Death snuffing out Life's candle, 
while Father Time tries to stay his skeleton arm, In works like 
these, and in Miss Titcomb’s needlework on the opposite page, 
colonial craftsmen were able to satisfy their artistic impulses 
without displeasing their practical-minded friends and neighbors.

THE FRANKLIN STOVE, 
invented in L742, saved much 
wood, produced better heat, and rid 
small rooms of smoke and other 
“filthy vapors.” The ancestor of 
modern stoves, it also presaged the 
products of modern American in- 
dustry: it was designed to be made 
of standardized parts which could 
be easily assembled in any fire- 
place. At right is Franklin’s de- 
sign. Above is a modern drawing 
showing how it worked. Fresh air 
was drawn through a floor duct 
into a separate chamber where it 
was heated by the surrounding fire 
and passed into the room through 
vents on either side. Smoke was 
drawn over the hot-air box and 
up the regular chimney. Franklin 
correctly boasted that his inven- 
tion was more efficient than the 
German stoves which heated only 
by radiation and not air circula- 
tion, or the open fireplace, where- 
by, said Ben “a man is scorched 
before, while he is froze behind.”

Designing the ways to keep warm 


In the northern colonies heat was the basic problem in designing a home. 
English houses were heated by fireplaces which sent their smoke up 
through separate flues. The Americans, in a stroke of ingenious design, 
brought all the flues together into one huge chimney, or stack, which 
soaked up heat and radiated it through all the rooms. Such a chimney 
had two or more fireplace openings. Its central position determined the 
compact design of most American homes for 150 years. 


oven and a variety of utensils, At first she hung pots in the fire from a 
green wood lug pole running crosswise above the hearth. Such poles 
often charred through and spilled the soup, so trammel rods and swing- 
ing iron cranes were substituted. In the 1740s Benjamin Franklin in- 
vented a new apparatus (opposite page) which was to end the need for 
fireplaces and led eventually to the American kitchen stove. This, in 
turn, changed American diet: biscuits, muffins, corn pone and flapjacks 
all came in when the stove’s quick heat replaced slow-baking masonry.

The first functional homes 


The first settlers of New England brought with 
them in their minds two basic house designs 
which were typical of their homeland. One 
was the two-story medieval house of East An- 
glia, with its overhanging gable ends, leaded 
casement windows, center entrance and orna- 
mental outside woodwork. The other was the 
simpler Flemish cottage, one story high with 
a loft on top and a steeply pitched roof to 
shed the North Sea rains. Such cottages were 
built in large numbers by Flemish weavers 
who flocked to England from the 14th Century 
on; the Puritans saw them everywhere in the 
counties they came from, 

Both of these early New England types are 
illustrated here by photographs of surviving 
examples. The Jackson house (above) is basi- 
cally a Flemish cottage with additions. The 
Parson Capen house, at the left, is purely 
English; it would look as natural in the hamlet 
of Toppesfield, in English Essex, as it does 
today in Topsfield, Essex County, Mass. It was 
built in 1683 for the parson of the Congrega- 
tional Church and was the finest house in 
the village. The medieval overhangs along the 
front and at the gable ends, the dark clap- 
boards and weathered shingles give it a look 
of quiet dignity and strength, Contrary to leg- 
end, the projecting overhangs, or jetties, were 
not intended as defenses against Indians, The 
same construction was common in ancient 
English towns where Indians were no menace 
but where overhangs served either as protec- 
tion from rain or just as decoration. 

For the builders of the Capen and_Jack- 
son houses it was natural to follow traditional 


patterns. Colonists are always homesick; they 
always try to rebuild the world they knew. 
But American conditions soon forced them to 
change their methods. Old England had a per- 
manent shortage of wood: the walls of Tudor 
houses, between the timbers, were often en- 
closed with nothing but plaster or porous 
brick “nogging.”” The colonists tried this, but 
it did not keep out the weather. So they nailed 
strips of wood over the brick and plaster, Soon 
they found they could make a better house 
wall from rough wood sheathing, covered with 
overlapped clapboards. From all this emerged 
a house of clean lines and compact look. the 
decoration either omitted or simplified. Con- 
sidering the materials available—much wood, 
little glass and hand labor—the New England 
home was for its time a magnificent example of 
functional architecture—in every sense of this 
word so often applied to modern building. 
From the two houses shown here evolved 
two styles now most popularly associated with 
New England. The Parson Capen house with 
its small entrance hall—instead of the later 
large center hall—is a predecessor of the Cape 
Cod house. The Jackson house with its long 
roof slanted down over an added lean-to is the 
ancestor of the salt box. Oddly enough, none 
of the early English colonists built log cab- 
ins, which were introduced by the Swedes on 
the Delaware. Instead, in New England, they 
did a typically American thing: they mechan- 
ized their lumber industry. In 1634 a water- 
powered sawmill was erected on the Piscata- 
qua, between Maine and New Hampshire. At 
that time there was no such mill in England.

Proportion 


and patterns 


The distinctive patterns and architectural de- 
tails w ith which the colonists embellished their 
lives have mostly been rubbed out by time. But 
here and there they can still be seen, in the fad- 
ing tracery of an old brick wall, or the thrust 
of massive timbers. The most remarkable sur- 
vival is the Old Ship meetinghouse at Hingham 
(above and right), erected in 1681 when Massa- 
chusetts was still a Puritan commonwealth. 
Its builders designed an exterior both sturdy 
and eraceful, its square mass lightened by the 
slender tower which points tow ard heaven. The 
cavernous interior 1s saved from gloom by its 
perfect proportions and the soaring sweep of 
the tremendous beams and rafters, some of 
which are 45 feet long, the equal of the widest 
Gothie cathedral nave in England, Inside, it re- 
sembles nothing more than the hull of a great 
ship overturned to make a house of worship (to 
rel the effect. turn pictu re upside down). 

The Old Ship meetinghouse is the only eX- 
ample left of the first purely American contri- 
bution to architecture—the four-square meet- 
inghouse of 17th Century New kngland. The 
Puritans invented it because they hated the 
word “church” and would not build one in 
America, They permitted no cross or spire: 
instead there Was a central tow er W hich held 
the bell and supported a useful weathervane.

A triumph of colonial technique was the snug 


Cape Cod house, whose familiar block shape 
and low symmetrical roof still dots the U.S. 
landscape. The ground-hugging Cape Cod style 
was developed along the coast to resist hard 
winters and Atlantic storms. It has endured 
because its simple design is not only pleasant 
to the eye but comparatively easy and cheap to 
build. Like a modern skyscraper, the Cape 
Cod's outward appearance was determined en- 
tirely by its wooden skeleton, or frame. 
Colonial carpenters used 10 types of hand- 
hewn timbers, and the names they used then 
are still current today (see diagram at right). 
The sif/s lay on the foundations to support the 
whole structure. The posts were the main ver- 
tical members: they carried the crosswise girts, 
on which rested the second floor. The sum- 
mer beam was an especially large timber which 
spanned the middle of a room and was dove- 
tailed into the girts. All other joints were fas- 
tened with wooden pegs, or “trunnels” (tree 
nails). ,fotsts were small beams which carried 
the floor boards. Plates were horizontal tim- 
bers on which rested the notched, slanting 
rafters. Purlins crossed the rafters to support 
rootboards and shingles. The ridge ran along 
the top. Collars were braces for the rafters.

— of ironmaking 


Iron was the industrial product the colonists needed most—for horse- 
shoes, nails, wagon axles and weapons. They began very early to make 
their own. In 1619 an ironworks was established in Virginia but was 
soon destroyed by Indians. A more successful manufactory was begun 
in 1646 at Saugus, Mass., halfway between Boston and Salem. 

The Saugus ironworks was powered by water wheels and produced 
a ton of cast iron every day from bog ores dug nearby and forest- 
fired charcoal. Some of the raw iron was cast directly into large pots 
and firebacks. The rest was reheated in the forge, converted to wrought 
iron and beaten into bars under a huge water-driven hammer. The 
bars were carried next door to the slitting mill and worked into 
strips and rods from which other craftsmen made farm tools and 
other finished products. 

The first American inventor, Joseph Jenks, who received a Massa- 
chusetts patent for a scythe-grinding machine in 1646, was a Saugus 
workman. The plant fell into decay about 1670 but has been restored 
recently with $1.5 million from the American Iron and Steel Institute.

AND MATSUS’

General James A. Van Fleet gained his firsthand knowledge of the Commu- 
nists first in Greece, where he helped the Greek army whip them, and later 
in Korea, where as Kighth Army Commander he fought them to a stane- 
still. He retired from the Army as a four-star general in 1953, but since 
then his interest in Asia has taken him back there on periodic visits as a pri- 
vate eitizen. Now on his latest Far Eastern trip, which took him to Formosa, 
he cabled this frank and searching appraisal of the need and the chances 
for keeping the controversial offshore islands out of Communist hands, 


HEN [left the U.S. seven weeks ago it was my intention to 

cover only the “southern front,’ ’ extending from the Darda- 

nelles all the way to Thailand, and finish up with a brief visit 
to Formosa and Korea. But now, in Aor il. the offshore islands are the 
hot issue of the moment. I have been on Quemoy and from firsthand 
knowledge have an appreciation of its value to Formosa. 

In past weeks many of my Chinese [riends have talked with me 
again about the importance of these island groups, Quemoy and the 
Matsus. I have discussed the situation with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, his foreign minister, his defense minister and his military 
staff officers, | have also talked with American officers on the scene. 

I sometimes wonder if Americans realize the extent of our front 
in this part of the world. It is tremendous. All in all it stretches from 
where our allies, the Greeks and Turks, hold the bridge between ku- 
rope and the Middle Last, to Nationalist China and Korea. 

Along this 9,000-mile sketch there are stout hearts and there are 
weak eae ts. Our three great points of strength are the Greek- Turkish 
strength, the Parnipian-Rorean strength, serial in the center the tre- 
mendous will and determination of the Pakistanis. But it is about 
the crisis we face in Formosa that I am concerned here. 

The Chinese minister of defense is Yu Ta-wei. American officers 
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FRIENDS ON FORMOSA helped brief General Van Fleet on the situation. 
From left, Defense Minister Yu Ta-wei, Foreign Minister George Yeh, General 


on Formosa say Yu has done more for morale of the troops than any 
previous defense minister. He spends half his time in the field with 
them. He simply radiates morale. He was up at the Tachens and he 
makes repeated trips to Quemoy and the Matsus. Just seeing him 
there and not in any hurry to get back has had its effect. 

In Taipeh, Minister Yu reviewed the build-up on the China main- 
land opposite Formosa. Communist jet airbases south of Shanghai 
are being rushed to completion. It is true the Communist build-up 
has not yet reached Amoy, but it is advancing in that direction. 
Minister Yu pointed out that the forces and airfields in the Foo- 
chow and Amoy areas must be supplied by coastal shipping since 
there are practically no railroads in the area and no motor roads 
worthy of the name. 

The presence of Nationalist forces on the Matsus and Quemoy 
islands prevents coastal shipping from reaching the ports of Foochow 
and Amoy. How do the Nationalists control Communist trafic? Main- 
ly, they hit the Red ships with shore-based artillery. But the National- 
ists also have fast raiding boats that go out, raise the devil with the 
Reds and then dash back home again. “This is one of the reasons why 
these offshore islands are so important to the Nationalists. 

George Yeh, the brilliant foreign minister, pointed out that inhab- 
itants of these islands are Nationalists and do not wish to be taken 
over by the Communists. The Republic of China, he added, has a 
ereater right to these islands than the British have to Hong Kong, 

Also in Taipeh [ talked with General Chen Cheng, vice president 
and one of the ablest and most respected of China’s generals and 
officials. He made the point that the Nationalists are setting up a model 


government on Formosa, one that Formosans are happy with, one 


that the Nationalist government is proud of. 
It is a myth that Formosans do not support the government or

would not make loyal fighters. Right now Chiang has 50,000 For- 
mosans in his regular army and 90, 000 in the reserves, There is 
plenty of manpower on Formosa. It’s loyal. [t’s splendid. 

From Taipeh I flew down to Taichung. Generalissimo and Mad- 
ame Chiang Kai-shek had invited me to be their overnight guest 
at the Evergreen Hotel at Sun Moon Lake, near the center of the 
island. At Taic hung I was greeted by General W ang Shu-ming, 
ealled Tiger Wang. "He was éne of the great pilots of the Sino- 
Japanese “War and is now just as courageous a leader of the Na- 
tionalist air force. 

After a two-hour trip to Sun Moon Lake I was received by the 
Generalissimo and his attractive wife. The Evergreen Hotel is on a 
knoll overlooking the lake. The Generalissimo and his party occu- 
pied one wing w hile guests were put up in the other. 

Our conversation that evening was about Asia, the situation in 
the south and about the improvement in Chinese Nationalist 
forces since [ was in l’ormosa last summer, Next morning, starting 
even before breakfast, we had more talks. 


Chiang’s three points 


HE Generalissimo had three points he wanted to make. 

First, he asserted the defense of Quemoy and the Matsus was 
inseparable from the defense of Formosa and the Pescadores, espe- 
cially from the viewpoint of morale. He was positive that withdraw- 
ing from Quemoy and the Matsus without a fight would deal such a 
fatal blow to morale that the ability to defend Formosa, even with 
help from the U.S. Seventh Fleet, would be seriously affected. 
Morale would be gone, and morale means s0 much in war. 

The Generalissimo’s second point was that publication of the 
Yalta papers had revealed that the attempts to sacrifice China to 
safeguard U.S, security eventually had just the opposite effect. The 
Korean war, he said, was a direct result of Yalta, and it cost the 
U.S. billions of dollars and some 150,000 casualties. Any attempts 
now to sacrifice the offshore islands in exchange for a cease-fire 
with the Communists will lead to the same tragic results. 

President Chiang’s third point was that the U.S. must realize as 
long as the Coniinanists are in power on the mainland they consti- 
tute a menace to the peace and security of the world. Then he re- 
iterated his determination not to give up Quemoy and the Matsus. 
He said the decision is for Kim—and no one else—to make. Even if 
all U.S. aid were withdrawn, the Generalissimo vowed he would 
fight to hold the offshore islands. He was also sure of winning. 

I had already noticed that fighting spirit all over Formosa. 
There’s a tenseness in the air, but there’s the elation that goes 
with it too. That is what I call battle morale. If you don’t have 
troops wanting to fight, then you've got them wanting to run. 

Madame Chiang added that there was no other course open to

them but to fight. “We'll fight,” she said, “‘to the last man and 
woman. and then meet our Maker in heaven with a clear con- 
science of having done our duty.” 

I told Madame Chiang this reminded me of an incident that hap- 
pened just before the Germans invaded Greece in 1941. The Greeks 
refused to surrender, and in an open letter to Hitler, published in 
Athens, appeared these famous words: “Greece . . . after teaching 
the world how to live must now teach the world how to die.” 

That spirit inspired the Greeks to fight on. It’s the kind of spirit 
needed in all armies. “And it’s here,”’ replied Madame Chiang. 

This trip made me realize more sharply than ever how this evil 
thing called Communism threatens the people living near Soviet 
Russia, and our own liberties as well. | am ashamed of our many 
blunders in fighting this evil—particularly in regard to China. Even 
though we have blundesed I feel that the Avaarlcnin people, both 
Dementats and Republicans, mean to do what is right. 

But most of our allies in Asia are fearful that we will follow 
British opinion. They are aware of the British view, as reported in 
their press, that the Nationalists’ retention of Quemoy and the 
Matsus is’politically and militarily unsound. Even worse, the Brit- 
ish feel the U.S. must ultimately accept a reunion of Formosa with 
the mainland. These british views are not supported by most of 
our Asian allies, certainly not by the Formosans themselves. 


Red China’s clear intentions 


[F we review briefly the designs of Red China, Russia’s “cho- 
sen instrument’ for Asian conquest, we find the following has 
happened since the end of World War II. 
By 1949 the Communists completed conquest of practically the 
whole mainland of China, driving out the government we support- 
ed. In 1950 Communist China ee in Korea, inflicting a 
major defeat on the U.S.-led U.N. forces. In 195] China easily 
completed conquest of Tibet. Then after the Korean armistice in 
1953, Red China shifted support to her Indochinese satellite, which 
defeated the French Union forces despite extensive U.S. aid. 

The future aggressive aims of Red China have been publicly an- 
nounced. She has proclaimed her determination to ° “liberate” For- 
mosa and to “brook no interference from the U.S.” 

The Communists in Indochina have similarly proclaimed their 
intention of taking over all Vietnam, and in North Korea the Com- 
munist forces are ‘poised against us. Exploiting her enhanced pres- 
tige after the Geneva Conference, Red China also stepped up her 
agitation and infiltration. The results can be seen from Japan in 
the north to Burma, Malaya and Indonesia in the south, as well as 
in India. She has made her intention of driving the last vestige of 
American influence from the Far East perfectly clear. 

Measured against this relentless Communist march. our own 
past policies and temporary expedients in Asia are pointing toward 
ultimate defeat. To reverse this course we must exert the leader- 
ship that fate and circumstance have accorded us. 
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DIGGING IN, Nationalist troops on the main island of the Matsu group 
cut new hillside trenches. Some of the defenders are Formosan recruits,

Communist China is now expected to attack the offshore islands 
of Quemoy and the Matsus. I myself don’t put the attack as coming 
in April. The Reds, I believe, will apply only enough pressure at 
first to feel out U.S. intentions. There'll be sparring, fending. Red 
China can almost gauge American intentions from comment heard 
in the capitals of the world. If the reaction is weak, more pressure 
is applied. Should firmness be encountered, the Reds withdraw, 

Meanwhile if they can nibble away at some of the smaller is- 
lands, they "ll do it. They don't want to bite off any thing big, If 
they do, as of right now at least, the Nationalists will beat them. 

On Big Queniay; largest of this island group, the Nationalists 
have three divisions, Little (Quemoy. to the west, Is sarrisoned by 
another division, and the two smaller islands of Tatan and Ehrtan 
are held by a reinforced regiment. The Matsu group, comprising 
five main islands, are defended by some 15.000 Nationalists. 

While holding these islands, the Nationalists not only prevent 
most Combnanict ships from reaching Amoy and Foochow but are 
able to pick up intelligence information. You might call these is- 
lands the eyes and ears we need to protect Formosa. Or in Army 
terms. they’ re the listening posts that protect the squad. 

On the mainland just north of the Matsus is Santuao-Bay, This 
is the best harbor for small craft between Shanghai and Hong 
Kong. It is here that the Reds could mass a large invasion fleet, 
just about 10 hours’ s sailing time from the north “end of Formosa. 

Qn the mainland opposite Quemoy, the Communists have 
massed a great conglomeration of artillery, some of it Russian. 
These guns can bombard the whole island area except for the east- 
ern tip of Big Quemoy where the Nationalist airstrip ts situated. 
But it seems clear to me that as long as the Nationalists can hold 
Quemoy and the Matsus, the Communists have little chance, if 
any, of successfully invading Formosa. For the powerful US. 
Seventh Fleet the. flotilla of Red invasion craft would be like sit- 
tir g be there with Admiral Pride to watch. 


Good reason to shoot back 


UT suppose the Communists do launch a sizable invasion to 

capture any of the islands in the Matsus or Quemoy groups? 
It would present the U.S. with good reason to shoot back with 
atomic weapons and annihilate the Red effort. We have needed 
such a specific military target in the Pacific to prove to our friends 
and to the enemy as well that we mean business. We have talked 
much about massive retaliation, but they are words which mean 
nothing. We need a deed. And here on the offshore islands is the 
perfect opportunity for the U.S. to perform the deed. 

Such an atomic strike would be directed ata specific act of aggres- 
sion by the Communists. It would be limited. It would not ‘bring 
Soviet Russia into the shooting. Russia has been so successful in 
waging cold war that she would aot bé likely to enter a hot war.

I doubt that it would even cause Red China’s Air Force to retal- 
late, even with ordinary bombs, against U.S. forces or Nationalist 
forces on Formosa. [f ‘they did, they could expect us to follow 
them back to base with atomic weapons and destroy them. Other 
Red military targets, including all their airhelds from Shanghai 
south. would be annihilated. Never again must we deny ourselves 
the right of “hot pursuit” as we did in Korea. 

The use of such force would stop Communist military aggression 
here and elsewhere in the world. Such an act of warning would 
“preserve the peace’ for years to come. This may be a God-given 
opportunity to avoid a ceneral war. 

At the same time suc oh an act would give encouragement to all 
the free world. especially to those weaker countries in Southeast 
Asia. They would know for certain that the U.S. can be counted 
on to stand with them and never avain withdraw. They could 
honestly sav, “Uncle Sam’s with us now.” 

It is folly to believe that the U.S. Army will be needed again 
in the Far Pacific. except for training and to evard our own naval 
and air bases. | cannot understand why some ol our own Lop Army 
leaders advocate their use and need if war breaks out. 

There are millions of able-bodied voung men available in Korea, 
in Formosa and in the other free nations of Asia, The “y are better 
fighters in their own lands than any troops that we may send. 

Of course we will need to give air, naval and supply assistance. 
But, with loval allies, never again should it be necessary to send 
Aterican riflemen overseas. Nor, in any case. will it he possible 
to mass any large or concentrated units against atomic weapons, 


Support for strong policies 


T is my belief that the U.S. will support a strong policy in 
Asia. It would indeed libel the Ameriean people to allege 
otherwise. It is only a weak poliev that induces confused and 
weak public opinion. The almost worldwide wave of relief that 
sreeted our shooting down of two Red Chinese fighter planes that 
sought to interfere with the rescue of passenger plane survivors off 
Hainan Island its proof of how the public reacts, For once we op- 
posed the enemy with strength. and the free world applauded. 

Let us also recall a similar wave of relief that ereeted our inter- 
vention in Korea in June 1950. [t was not until we showed weak- 
ness and lack of resolution following the entry of Red China into 
the war that weakness began to appear among our allies, among 
the nations of Asia, and ultimately in US, publie opinion toa, 

In truth it is a weak policy that breeds dissension and recrim- 
ination among our allies and among our own people. It is a strong 
resolute policy that builds strong alliances backed by full public 
support. 

Communist China now feels no significant pressure from the 
free world. Unless we are prepared to acquiesce to her ageressive 
designs, it is incumbent upon us as leaders of the free warld to 
exert constant pressure on Communist China. aimed at under- 
mining her position, With the assets at our command in the Far 
East, that process lies within our capabilities.

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Child-size woman helps outsize brood 


to grow up more happily than she did 


by WILLIAM BRINKLEY 


NE day late in 1953 a conscientious young social worker named 

William lynn was going over the records of the Child Welfare 

Board in Columbus, Ohio, of which he had just become case- 
work director. The particular files he was looking at concerned the 
placement of children in foster homes, which is one of the board’s 
main jobs. Suddenly he came upon what looked like a shocking ex- 
ample of laxity on someone's part. For here were the names of LO 
children between the ages of 9 months and 17 years who had all been 
placed in one home. Fig hierarare, one of them was suf fering from 
cerebral palsy, another from a cleft palate and still another was a 
postpolio case. And when Flynn looked for the name of the family 
that had taken on this appalling burden, he found but one name: 
“Georgia Bowen, Age: 39. Marital Sates separated.” 

Flynn sudiimionell au aesidianl, “Who's. tin Ceak cia Bowen and 
what’s she doing trying to take care of 10 of our kids all by herself?” 

“Georgia Bowen? Oh, yes, she’s the dwarf.” 

Flynn jammed on his hat, jumped in his car and, muttering about 
what they hadn’t taught him in graduate school, drove to Georgia 
Bowen’s address, 

Number 973 Linwood Avenue was a big, comfortable looking brick 
house in a quiet old street. The woman who answered the doorbell 
gave the 6-foot-4-inch Flynn a broad smile from the large head that 
rected on her misshapen body at about the level of his ‘belt buckle, 
After Flynn explained who he was Georgia Bowen asked him in. 

As she led him inside with her ducklike gait, Flynn decided that 
she must be a little over 4 feet tall. He also decided that there cer- 
tainly were at least 10 boys in residence, and quite possibly a couple 
more—whooping, yelling, squealing, shrieking, chirping, cackling 
and making other unclassifiable noises appropriate to the ages of 9 
months to 17 years. Two of the residents were yelling “Bang!” as 
they ambushed each other in the front hall; in a room beyond, 
two more urged toy automobiles into a head-on collision under the 
noses of a pair of excited dogs; on the dining room table three 
more were pyramiding dominoes to satisfying crashes, while in the 
living room one was whizzing a Yo-yo around his head while an- 
other tickled the feet of a 9-month-old. 

Hesitantly Flynn suggested that there might be a quiet corner 
somewhere where he and Mrs. Bowen could talk. Tactfully he began 
by asking if Mrs. Bowen did all the housework. Yes, he discovered,

this woman barely as tall as a stove top did all the cooking, washing, 
ironing, sewing, bath-giving, supermarketing and play-supervising, 
What about the braces for the boy who was a postpolio case, the 
special feeding for the boy who had cerebral palsy? Lt was dithe ult, 
but she did it. said Mrs. Bowe ‘Nn. 

klynn had noticed that the front steps of the house were pre (ty 
stee ps How did Mrs. Bowen eet the bow with ce rebral pals SY down them 
“T just kind of jack 
him up under my arm and lug him down.” was the answer. What 
about discipline? This, it see was a literal triumph of mind over 
matter. Even the boys who were bigger than she got occasional 
swats from her ping-pong paddle, Mrs. “Bowen said. 

William Flynn was beginning to be swayed. He asked what he con- 
sidered the most rev ealing question. What did Mrs. Bowen feel like 
doing when the children were racing all over the house and scream- 
ing? Tey) ell.” she answered, “I feel lis going out the back door and 
never coming back, But I know [ll get over it.’ 

The honesty of that answer won Flynn over, He spent about an 
hour with Georgia Bowen and her 10 children that day and came away 
not only convinced but amazed. In the months since then Georgia 
Bowen's “family” has constantly changed as the welfare board hag 
sent her new children and taken aw: ay those whom her care has bene- 
fited. And what Flynn learned in those months about Georgia Bowen 
has amazed him more. 

Georgia Bowen was born in 1915 into a family of solid Midwestern 
stock with no history of ancestors having anything but conventional 
physiques. Her three brothers grew up, in time, to six feet and her 
two sisters were also normal, Georgia was the sixth child, and when 
she was 2 her mother died. When she was 2!% her father noticed that 
she could still toddle under a living room table which her head had 
almost touched quite a few months before. When she could still walk 
under the table at 3 her father took her to a doctor. His sixth child, 
Mr. Bowen learned, was a “dwarf type.” 

Georgia’s father is a religious man and he looked upon this as the 
will of God. He put off sending Georgia to school until she was 8. At 
that age she was not too much shorter than other first-graders but 
her legs and arms were abnormally short; her legs were conspicuously 
bowed and she walked with a strange rocking gait. Her differences 
were promptly brought to her attention in a barrage of questions:

“Why are you so short?” “Why are you so bowlegged?” “Why is 
your head so big?”’ “‘Why do you walk like a duck?” To all these 
Georgia could only answer, ‘Don’t know.” It seemed to her that 
there were a lot of different sizes and shapes in the world—tall 
shapes, fat shapes, all different kinds. When she heard herself 
addressed by names such as “Shorty,” “Half-pint,” ‘‘Porky,” 
“Shorty Britches,” “Big Head,” she turned in blind fury on her 
schoolmates. This, naturally, increased the taunts. 

So as the years. went on she learned to keep quiet. She became 
as wary as a woods animal, growing familiar with the probing 
looks directed at her and learn- 
ing to jump quickly to escape the 
shoves .to the ground her size in- 
vited. Her chief playmate became 
the family’s Dalmatian dog, who 
did not concern himself about her 
size and took to convoying her to 
school to protect her from those 
who did. 

In the fifth grade she thought 
one day of an inspired way of get- 
ting around her size: she would 
play with children half her age 
and therefore of equal height. 
She started sidling over at recess 
and after school to join the first- 
sraders. The next two weeks were 
the most satisfactory she had 
known in her school career. Then 
one day the principal summoned 
her to her office.

“Georgia,” the principal finally came out with it, “I am getting 
these phone calls from the parents. The first-grade children are 
going home and saying that you are scaring them.” 

“Scaring them?” Georgia said, her body trembling. “I just 
wanted to play.” 

“Well, Georgia,” the principal said, “you'll have to play with 
the children in your own grade.” 

Georgia slid off the chair and left the principal's office in a state 
of shock. 

Today it seems astonishing that no one ever sat down and talked 
over Georgia's differences with her in her early years. Her brothers 
and sisters were far older, her closest sister a gaping six years 
away. Their progress only magnified her sense of inferiority. Look- 
ing back, Georgia says, ‘““The awfulest part about it was that you 
couldn’t discuss it. It was something they whispered about, like 
leprosy or syphilis.” Later on her father discussed the parable of 
the talents with her, with emphasis on the idea that the Lord ex- 
pected even those whose endowments were the least to use them, 
but by this time Georgia wasn’t much impressed. 

“T felt,” she says, “like the ugly duckling. Here I was with five 
brothers and sisters all growing up high and pretty. All these white 
ducklings—and then the black duckling came along. I felt I 
shouldn't even be there.” 

With no one to talk them over with, her differences were spot- 
lighted to her by almost everything she did. The simple business of 
sitting down in a chair backside first, an act most people seemed 
to find so ridiculously easy, was as impossible for her as for a one- 
legged man to walk up Everest. She had to crawl up into the chair, 
then turn around sticking her feet straight out into space. Taking 
a streetcar to school at the age of 10, she had to crawl up the cliff- 
like steps on her hands and knees. 

Not until she was 11 did Georgia ever put her wonderment 
into words with anyone. Taking a ride one Sunday with her aunt 
and a friend of the aunt’s, she saw something enormously fascinat- 
ing: the fingers of the other woman’s hands were interlaced and her 
forearms were resting in her lap. Georgia tried repeatedly to dupli- 
cate this astonishing maneuver. Try as she would, her arms re- 
mained somewhere up around her chest. Finally she asked her 
aunt about it. 

“Auntie, why won't my arms go down like hers?” 

Her aunt hesitated. “Maybe,” she said, ‘when yee grow up 
they will.”

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two friends who were foster mothers and that she would like to be 


one herself. Miss Schwartz, mildly astonished at such a way of 


going about such a matter, handled the call courteously but did 
noi take it seriously. 

That was November 1948. In the next 1] months, after hun- 
dreds of calls from Georgia Bowen, the welfare board began to 
consider itself in a semiserious state of siege. Then the board 
learned that the mysterious Mrs. Bowen who was making the calls 
wis a dwarf. And then the board was quite astonished. When near- 
ly a year had passed and Georgia Bowen had reinforced the phone 
calls with mailed references from her minister, her doctor and others 
and still heard nothing, she decided she would have to assault 
the fortress bodily. In October 1949 she marched down to the wel- 
fare board to demand what she by now had come to consider her 
rights. In the office Miss Schwartz recognized her from her size. 

“Ww ell, Mrs. Bowen!” the caseworker said. “If the mountain 
can't come to Mahomet, Mahomet comes to the mountain. I’m 
Miss Schwartz.” 

“Yessiree!”” Georgia Bowen sang out, “How about those chil- 
dren?” 

Georgia Bowen climbed up into a chair and looked Miss Schwartz 
in the eye. 

“Just because [’m short,” she said, “is no reason I can’t handle 
the job!” 

“That has been a question,” Miss Schwartz admitted mildly. 

Georgia Bowen leaned forward intently and talked for several 
minutes. The gist of her brief was a practical argument: her stature, 
far from restricting her, gave her special qualifications for taking 
care of handicapped children. “I know what it is to be handicapped 
and have people not accept me,” she told the welfare worker mat- 
ter of factly. “I'll be able to understand their troubles.” 

After she had left, Miss Schwartz and the board talked it over 
and decided, though with strong misgivings, to take a chance. 

About midmorning of Jan. 23, 1950, Georgia Bowen's doorbell 
rang. There was Miss Schwartz holding a 3-week-old baby. 

Mrs. Bowen recalls her first sight of him. ‘He had a cleft lip and 


palate. I clenched my hands. It scared me to death just to look 
at him.” 


Trial by numbers 


HE had a strong suspicion that the welfare people were “trying” 

her, expecting to prove by bringing her such a child that she 
could not be a foster mother. This suspicion greatly bolstered 
her will, for the next few days were the busiest in her life. The 
boy, whose name was Brucie, was not expected to live, and it 
was almost impossible to get food into him. With a special feed- 
ing instrument it took about an hour to get him to swallow 
even the smallest amount of milk, and he had to be fed every 
three hours day and night. It was like trying to keep a sick calf 
alive with an eye-dropper. 

“Every time I got a few drops of milk down him,” Georgia 
Bowen recalls, “I felt as if I had won the Derby.” 

A week later she got another phone call. “We have two more 
babies for vou,”” Miss Schwartz said. 

Two, Georgia Bowen thought. “I didn’t know how I[ could man- 
age them. All 24 hours of the day were already taken up with 
Brucie.”” 

“Bring them out!” she told Miss Schwartz. 

The two children arrived on a Sunday afternoon. Sev en-year-old 
Bobbie was brought by his parents. When she answered the door 
the parents looked down, startled, at his foster-mother-to-be but 
brought their boy 1 in. He had tuberculosis of the spine and his body 
was encased in a heavy steel and leather brace. He sat looking 
steadily up at a place on the ceiling. 

The doorbell rang again. There was Miss Schwartz, carrying a 
6-year-old boy. He was Leroy and was paralyzed from polio, Miss 
Schwartz carried him in and set him on the davenport. He held his 
useless legs with one hand and with the other seized the arm of the 
davenport to keep from falling over. He sat there looking scared. 

“Those boys looked,” Georgia Bowen remembers, ‘“‘just like | 
used to feel when I met new people.” 

Bobbie’s parents instructed her in the multiple needs of a boy 
having tuberculosis of the spine. His braces, for one thing, must 
never come off him, even at night. Miss Schwartz instructed her 
in the care of a boy with the postpolio condition. His brace must 
be taken off at night. 

Then the adults departed, leaving Georgia Bowen with three 
children afflicted with three different, complicated handicaps. 

The following weeks were hectic beyond belief. Georgia Bowen

Brucie. She awakened Leroy and Bobbie, buckled Leroy into his 
brace, washed them both, got breakfast and hefted them down the 
steps and into a taxi that would take them to their special school. 
Then she took care of Brucie, cleaned the house, did the laundry, 
and at 3:30 welcomed Leroy and Bobbie home from school. While 

her own Gene, now aged 11, baby-sat, she went to the store and 
got groceries, came back and got supper, played with the children 
until bedtime, then hoisted Leroy’s body up against her own small 
frame and trucked him up the steep stairs, tok off his heavy brace 
and put him to bed, put Bobbie to bed, fed Brucie, then collapsed 
into her own bed after setting the alarm so that she would be 
awakened three hours hence to feed Brucie again, 

In March, alter the boys had been there two months, ‘there came 
a mor ning that Georgia Bowen remembers very clearly 

“T was sw eeping up and sud lenly I thought, Tt’s going to work.’ 
I set the broom down and sat myself down. “All this time, [ thought,

“I got up and went over to the phone. ‘Miss Schwartz,’ I said, 
‘Td like another baby.’”’ 

Mike, 5, was an exceedingly sad-looking creature, and with some 
reason. He-fitted almoat exactly the description of the kind of boy 
Miss Schwartz was finding out she could send to Georgia Bowen's 
home. “Where else,” the welfare worker says, “would a totally 
helpless spastic be so welcome?” 


Mike takes a historic walk 


N her tiny home Georgia Bowen was now conducting a cere- 

bral palsy clinic, a postpolio clinic, a tuberculosis of the spine 

clinic and a cleft palate clinic. Six months before she'd been con- 
ducting nothing but herself and Gene. 

Mike took the most time. Since a spoon would flop right out of his 
hands he had to be fed. This took an hour. To dev elop his muscle 
control, she daily massaged his legs for another hour. To teach 
him to walk, she got a an of walking bars, propped Mike’s limp 
body up against the wall, then, standing across the room, beckoned 
to him while he started peerely across, supporting himself f by the 
bars. When he started to fall she rushed forward and caught him in 
her half-length arms. 

By that summer Brucie, who hadn't been expected to live, had 
fattened up enough for an operation on his lip and palate, and the 
special feeder was triumphantly junked. In August, Miss Schwartz 
sent two more boys with cerebral palsy. The se hool year gol under 
way in September 1950 with a household of six children plus her 
own Gene.

and was having a far happier childhood than hers. Remembering 
her own agonies, she had prepared him carefully for the fact that he 
was different. 

Then, after nearly three happy years there, Georgia Bowen’s 
house was sold out from under her. She hadn't an extra cent to 
her name, but she bought a larger house with two mortgages which 
were signed by herself and members of her family, who were proud 
of her siccesabul struggle. When she and her children moved in, 
in September 1952, the first thing she did was to telephone the 
welfare board. 

“T have a larger house. I want more children.” 

In the course of the next 11 months she got them—10 more of 
them. In this interval four of those who had ‘progressed nicely left, 
30 the household total at the beginning of the 1953 school year was 
a comfortable 12. 

Georgia Bowen became known as a woman who would go bristling 
to bat for her children. Once she was told that a 4-year-old cerebral 
palsy victim named Tommie who had been sent from downstate by 
another agency would be allowed only a month with her and in the 
clinic before the doctors would decide whether he was treatable. If 
he had not made enough progress in that time he would have to 
return home. She went roaring off to get the support of Tommie’ § 
clinic doctor. “The boy can't walk,” ‘she argued. “‘He can't feed 
himself. When he tries to talk he becomes so tense he almost 
throws himself out of his chair. The Lord himself in that condition 
couldn’t in one month become adjusted enough to be treatable.” 
She was given six months and by then she had taught Tommie, who 
had been described as ‘tas near to hopeless as a human being can 
zet,”” to walk and feed himself some. He has remained with her and 
is making more progress. 

Today Willian Flynn, still amazed and a little bewildered, says, 
‘Somehow that house of hers works. How it works I honest to God 
Jon’t know. It doesn’t fit anything in the book. All I know is that 
some of the most difficult children we've ever had have gone into 
her home and adjusted so rapidly it’s completely amazing to us.

A REAL-LIFE “MEDIC 


Patient’s operation is watched by family on TV 


A mother with her children sat tensely in front of a pair of TV sets in 
Atlanta, Ga. absorbed in a medical drama on WSB-TV. As the surgery 
progressed, culminating in a close-up view of an excised diseased lobe of 
a lung, they turned away. Some of them fainted. For the hero of the 
harrowing performance was the family’s father, a retired 57-year-old car- 
penter named Otis Murphy who was undergoing a televised operation 
for lung cancer at Atlanta’s Georgia Baptist Hospital. 

The half-hour show was telecast locally in place of the realistic but 
fictional weekly medical drama Medic, It was sponsored by a group of 
Georgia medical agencies which hoped to impress the 200,000 viewers 
that the dreaded disease can be halted if it is recognized early enough.
